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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
HIGHLIGHTS OF THE YEAR 


The town hall continued to have necessary repairs done during the year. The 
window quilts that the Selectmen had chosen to help in reducing the heating 
costs turned out not to be fireproof (fireproofing would have doubled the 
cost). A sample was given to the Selectmen and lighting with a match proved 
to be not only smoky but also gave off quite an odor. We thus chose to have 
plexi-glass windows placed on the inside that will be removable during the 
summer. 

After finishing all that was to be done in the basement of the town hall 
it got ‘flooded out” twice this summer with the heavy rains and backup of the 
drains on Main Street. This resulted in the state and local highway departments 
working together to replace a number of drains and catch basins on the Main 
Street. 

One happy note this year is the fact that the Selectmen have instructed the 
Town Treasurer to make changes in process of borrowing and also investing. 
With the help of Diane the cost of borrowing money has been greatly reduced by | 
constantly investing whatever cash we have. 

The tractor the town purchased for the highway department has arrived and 
been used through the summer and fall. The money appropriated for Fire Roads 
was spent on Colby Road this summer. The Melvin Mills project was started 
and completed with Additional Hlghway Subsidy and Duncan Fund money, 
which was received from the state, and some town money. In a vain effort to 
keep North Road open this winter one of the town trucks went thru the bridge 
at Meadow Brook. This was one of the bridges that the Selectmen had recom- 
mended to be replaced this year but people at town meeting turned down. 

Another happy note was that the money HUD said the town owed them from 
the renovations of the C.A.P. building (the Old Graded School) was settled with 
C.A.P. agreeing and paying for additional work done on the building (1981) 
thus avoiding the amount due from the town. 

The tax rate for 1981 remained the same due to diligent work of the Budget 
Committee, Selectmen and Town’s people at Town Meeting in spite of inflation 
decrease in state funds and increase in the school budget. 

We also had the honor of Lynn being elected as President of the N. H. Munici- 
pal Association at their annual meeting. She is the 2nd woman in the history of 
the association to hold this position. 

Finally we wish to express our appreciation for the efforts provided by 
organizations and individuals alike for their contributions to this office and to 
the town as a whole during the past year.

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REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Some additional personnel changes took place within the department during 
1981. Telephone Dispatchers, Marie Bonsall and Beryl! Price resigned for personal 
reasons. On behalf of the department I wish to extend my sincere thanks and 
appreciation for their efforts with the department. Robert Chase filled one of 
the vacant dispatcher positions and together with Jean Fairneny and Betty 
Fredericks are handling all department calls. As noted in the department activity 
figures, the telephone dispatchers are kept busy and are doing an excellent job 
in this important and critical assignment. 

The activity figures for 1981 also reflect the changes occurring in the Town 
of Warner which are having an affect on the day to day activities on department 
operations. Additional business locations, restaurants, banks, self-service gas 
stations have resulted in some parking and traffic congestion problems for 
example. Additional caution on everyone’s part is necessary to avoid accidents 
and injury. 

Also during this year we are noticing more juveniles out on the street at very 
late hours of the night and even into the early morning hours. We are experienc- 
ing more incidents of teenage drinking and the associated problems of driving 
under the influence, vandalism, criminal mischief and other senseless acts result- 
ing in property damage and wanton destruction. Parents have a responsibility 
to know and care about where their children are, who they are with and what 
they are doing. Extra effort on the part of parents in showing affection, love and 
interest towards their youngsters can make a tremendous difference in the be- 
havior and attitudes of some of these young people who are otherwise headed 
for difficulty. 

A reminder — to prevent loss of valuables from vehicles parked in town, es- 
pecially at night, remove valuables from open view and lock car doors. It is much 
easier to prevent these thefts than to recover valuables after they have been 
stolen. We are pleased to report that during 1981 an increasing number of resi- 
dents took the time and effort to report suspicious activities and persons in their 
area. Your assistance is encouraged to continue and expand on this Neighbor- 
hood Watch Program as a means of preventing and reducing crime against prop- 
erty and persons. Descriptions of vehicles, persons, license plate numbers etc., all 
of these are a tremendous help in establishing identity of those engaged in sus- 
picious or unlawful activities. 

As reflected in the yearly activity figures accompanying this report, there 
continues to be a steady increase in the demands made on department personnel 
time and effort coping with this amount of work on a part-time basis. With a 
population approaching 2000, an area of some 65 square miles, the residents 
of the Town of Warner are approaching a time of decision with regards the 
future operations of its law enforcement agency. 

Finally, our thanks to the many individuals, agencies and departments for 
their invaluable assistance and support during 1981. We especially want to men- 
tion the efforts of the Board of Selectmen and Barbara Annis, Chief Paul Violette 
and members of the Warner Fire Department, Rev. Sam Richards, police depart- 
ment personnel in adjacent communities, N. H. State Police and the Merrimack 
County Sheriff's department.

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WARNER FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
For the year ending December 31, 1981 


With many new residents moving into Warner within the past few years it 
might be well to give a brief outline of our Department and its operation. The 
Warner Fire Department is a “Call Type” fire department. This means that we 
have a limited membership (33 members) and we are paid for fires and emergen- 
cies (minimum wage). Members are not paid for meetings, training sessions, work 
details and other non-emergent activities. We have a central fire station at the 
corner of School and Main Streets which houses our primary equipment and an 
older station on Kearsarge Street which houses forest fire equipment, vehicles 
and spare parts. The Kearsarge Street station is not heated. Our primary equip- 
ment consists of two pumpers, one tanker and a fire support/rescue vehicle. We 
also have for use a forestry tanker and a jeep with trailer. These two units are 
owned by the State of New Hampshire, but maintained by our Department. By 
written agreement we belong to the Kearsarge Mutual Aid System with twelve 
other area towns. As no one town could afford to own all the equipment it 
would take to fight a major fire, all towns within the system are pledged to help 
each other. Joint training and systematic response procedures are used to ac- 
complish this. Our Department provides medical aid and rescue service as well as 
fire protection. We have twenty-five members with advanced medical aid training. 

The Warner Fire Department was organized in 1830 and since the late 1890s 
has been owned and operated by the Warner Village Fire District. The District 
also provides water and sewer services to the central village, which includes a 
hydrant system for fire protection. The hydrant system is used for fire fighting 
purposes in all sections of the Town for filling tank trucks used at incidents in 
the rural areas as well as direct connection in the village area. Funding for depart- 
ment operations comes from a budget approved yearly which provides for main- 
tenance, wages, insurance, heat, electricity, telephone and replacement of minor 
equipment items. The department members also raise funds for special equip- 
ment items through various activities. We have also received many very generous 
donations which have been used to purchase equipment. One good example is 
our new 1981 “Fire-Rescue Vehicle.” This one-ton utility vehicle was placed in 
service in July of 1981 and was obtained entirely by donations and funds raised 
by department members. Total cost of this unit, not including equipment, was 
$20,000. We now have a quick response vehicle for rescue and medical emergen- 
cies as well as for fire support. 

456-2233 is the emergency reporting number for fires and emergencies. BE 
PREPARED FOR EMERGENCIES. Post the number near your phones. Make 
babysitters and guests aware of it. Remember, seconds count in an emergency. 
Don’t waste time by not knowing emergency numbers. We have emergency 
phones at fifteen members locations and the central fire station. We need to 
know: 


1. Your name or name of property owner 

2. Exact location — street or road 

3. Type of emergency 

4. If you are a new resident, who was the previous owner 


For general information or questions, please call our business number 456-2222 
or any department member. Our ambulance services are provided by the Hopkin- 
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ton and Bradford Fire Departments. If either of these departments are called 
directly for ambulance service, we will be automatically notified by them and 
will respond, however, remember that seconds count, if you call us we can re- 
spond immediately and call the ambulance service you prefer. We have constant 
radio communication with each ambulance and can coordinate their response 
and guide them to the exact location without unnecessary delays due to their 
unfamiliarity of our town. 

In January 1982, fourteen members will begin training for Emergency Medi- 
cal Technician (EMT). The course consists of 80 to 100 hours training by State 
Certified Instructors, Doctors, and Hospital Emergency Room Personnel. This 
will add to our capability to provide good service to Warner and neighboring 
areas. 

In order to keep our equipment safe and serviceable we are asking the voters 
of Warner to approve the purchase of a new tank truck at Town Meeting in 
March 1982. A brief summary of the reasons for this request follows: Our first 
line tanker is a 1962 truck with a 1957 tank and approximately 90,000 road 
miles on it. This truck was “‘put together” in 1976 by department members from 
pieces gathered here and there and donations from interested persons. It was 
originally an LP gas truck and not really designed to haul water which is heavier. 
The tanker goes on every fire call and vehicle accident to provide necessary back 
up water needed for suppression of fires. A pumper only carries 700 gallons of 
water and our tanker carries 1500 gallons. The truck has proved its worth many 
times in the past five years, especially outside the central village area. Many 
times the water we bring with us makes the difference between a save or a loss of 
property. The present tanker is getting tired and is slowly becoming rusted and 
unsafe for emergency travel. The new tanker we are requesting would be approx- 
imately the same size as our present unit. I can assure everyone that it will be 
a good operating vehicle at a reasonable price by today’s standards. We ask your 
support so that we may continue to serve you well. 

Other department statistics are included in this report. We welcome anyone 
to stop by for a visit at any time. Call any firefighter or drop in if someone is at 
the fire station. We would also like to take this opportunity to thank all Town 
Officials, Departments and Organizations for their assistance during the past 
year. And a very special thanks to all Warner people for their continued support.

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KEARSARGE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


The Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association has touched the lives of many 
people in your town this year. The enrollment in the Child Health Program has 
increased serving 32 children in your town with a total of 125 immunizations 
given. We have screened 66 people at your Blood Pressure Clinics/Health Fairs 
with 9 new people in attendance. The growth of KVNA is also reflected in the 
442 nursing care visits, 11 Physical and Occupational Therapy visits, and 617.5 
hours for Homemaker and Home Health Aide in your town. 

In 1982 we are requesting for the third straight year, the per capita assess- 
ment of $1.95. Total town appropriations equal 15% of our operating budget. 
RN’s, Homemaker/Home Health Aides, a Physical Therapist and Occupational 
Therapist are offering more sophisticated health care including blood drawing 
and plans for IV Therapy. For the patient, this may mean reduced time spent in 
the hospital and lowered health care costs. For the elderly, our supportive ser- 
vices may enable people to remain in their own homes, forestalling or prevent- 
ing institutional placement. These visits are reflected in the following age dis- 
tribution of our total caseload.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During the last year the Board held 11 regular monthly meetings, one special 
meeting, and three public hearings. Four minor subdivisions and one annexation 
were approved. 

The Board continued sponsorship of the “Future of Warner Committee” 
(formerly called the “Sounding Board’’), established in 1980 to study growth, 
development and land use charges which have occured in the town since 1967. 
We look forward to the Committee’s final report and recommendations for revis- 
ing and updating the town’s Master Plan to reflect those changes. Because impor- 
tant information from the 1980 census was not available to the committee, the 
Board has extended the timetable for completion of the project to September, 
1982. In the last year the Future’s Committee presented its preliminary findings 
to several groups in the town. They are now working on compiling a final report 
which, when completed, will be available in the Library and at the Town Hall. 
Preliminary findings show significant increases in the number of multi-family, 
mobile home, and year-round housing units since 1967, with much open land 
and forest acreage being converted for residential use. Between 1970 and 1980 
Warner’s population increased by 35.7%, a higher rate than both Merrimack 
County (21.2%) and the entire state (24.6%) for the same period. More detailed 
information and analysis will be included in the final report. The Board com- 
mends Victor Kumin and “Hank” Aplington, Future Committee chairmen, Bob 
Heslop, Jim McLaughlin, and Charles Puglia, subcommittee chairmen, for their 
hard work and perseverance in this project. They have performed a much needed 
service in assembling information that will help us plan for changes in the years 
ahead. 

Recent changes in state laws have affected Planning Board operations, specif- 
ically how we handle subdivision applications. We are in the process of revising 
local regulations to reflect those state law changes. We urge anyone contemplat- 
ing land use changes to obtain and complete the necessary applications at least 
a month in advance to allow us adequate time to do what the laws require us to 
do. During the recent legislative session changes also were made in the state’s 
mobile home law. Since then, the Board has determined that Warner’s present 
mobile home ordinance complies with the new state law. 

Peter Wolfe was appointed to the Board as an alternate member and Rhonda 
Bridgewater is now secretary to the Board.

The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program, Main Street, Warner, 
serves an area encompassing some 300 square miles comprised of eight towns; 
Bradford, Henniker, Newbury, New London, Sutton, Warner, Webster, and 
Wilmot. 

This past year we were able to provide $305,391.42 in aid to the elderly and 
low-income families of this area. 

Elderly Services include: The Meals-on-Wheels for homebound seniors, the 
Senior Companion Program for shut-ins, the Congregate Meal site in Warner, and 
a Rural Transportation Bus providing trips to Concord. 

Our Fuel Assistance Program reached 263 families in the eight towns served. 

We also offer many other programs including an on-going information and 
referral service, crisis intervention, and advocacy for those in need. 

The money your town appropriates for Community Action goes for salaries, 
travel expenses, office supplies and maintenance of the local Area Center. Pro- 
gram funds are provided largely by the Federal Government.

The Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission has been in 
existence since 1970 and during this period has continued its involvement in 
studies of both a regional as well as a local nature. The Commission acts as an 
advisory body to its member municipalities and as such is often invited to parti- 
cipate in local planning projects. 

As a part of the ongoing technical assistance provided, the Commission has 
written several memoranda to the planning board regarding changes in the state 
laws and the best manner in which to comply with those changes. The Commis- 
sion has also provided information and review sessions for the citizen group 
working on the development of a master plan update. The Commission has pro- 
vided advice to the planning board regarding subdivision practices and possible 
zoning amendments. 

The Commission again sponsored a series of legal seminars for local officials 
which was well attended. 

The Commission hopes to be able to continue to serve the needs of its mem- 
ber municipalities in the future and appreciates the past support of its activities 
by the Town of Warner.

Affirmative voice vote. 
ARTICLE 13. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
